Together with the meſſages that paſſed between the (aid Fleet, 
and the C ty. 


HE Siewr G ye, Gratral AMaritine Forces of France 
with the D Baeſye, Gryeralor the Ade General, and Com- 
mander of the Galleys, and the Marqueſs Seignelay Superin- 
tendent bf the Afaritine Aﬀairs, with a Fleet conlifting of 20 
Galleys, 10 Galliots, carrying cach 2 Morrar-pieces for 
Bombes, 14 Men of War, 6 Fly-Boats, 18 Tartanes, 20 

Chaloups, and 40 great Fiſher-boats caſt Anker on the 16th of Aﬀay 1684. 
in the Port of YVade near Savons; depending on the Republick of Geneve; and 
ſituated berween Savors, and Final; the Fort of Seavona ſaluted the French Fleet 
in the uſual manner, and ſhe anſwered accordingly. The ſameday being the 
T6ch the Marqueſs de Srignelay ſent order to the French Conſul at Genova, for 
him to come on board, which he did, and next day being the 17:b, he rerurn- 
ed to Genova, with Orders not to demand of the Republick, the Admiffion of 
the French Navy into the Port; bur to ſignifie to them they muſt clear the two 
Moles;to the end the Fleet might Anker thete onthe 18:ch,and this Meſſage was, 
- — with ſo much Authority and Haughrineſs, as if Monſienr de Scignelay 
ad commanded in the Port of AMarſcilles, where doubtleſs he would have ſpa- 
red; treating a Governour, that depends on the King his Maſter fo rudely. 
The Republick made the moſt thodeſt anfwer that could be, giving at the ſame 
time the reaſons; that hindred then from admitting that Fleet into their Ports, 
becaule of the threats the woſt Chriſtian Ring had ſent them by the Engliſh Am- 
baſſador, at ſuch time as he uſed all good office in their behalf, wa him by 
His Majeſty of Great Br:trains order, and becauſe of the advice they had re- 
ceived, that that Fleet had not come out of the Ports of France upon any o- 
ther deſign, bur to brave that State, but however that ſhould not hinder them 
from giving them all the affiſtance they could in refreſhments, and any thing 
elſe they ſhould ſtand in need of; and the republick foreſeeing what the effe&s 
of their reſolution might be, ſent immediatly to haſten the March of a Spaniſh 
Regiment of Foot, which a lictle before, they had defired of che Count de Mel- 
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gar Govetnour of the State of Milan, to the end it ſhould be ready upon the 
Frontcers iff cafe they ſhould ftandin'ineed of it. The ſaid Regiments uſed 
ſuch diligence mm their March, that they Travelled ro Leagues withour reſting, 
and emred-the Town of the 18rh, ar the ſame time That the French'FRet begun 
to appear, and draw up ift Battelarray, about a League and a haff from Ge- 
nova. } The Town ſHutredithe Fleer-as the caſtorris;- as much in Tegard of the 
number of Veſſels and Galleys, as of the Generals, whoalſo anſwered as has 
been always uſed; and becau'e the Depuries that uſe to go to compliment the 
Generals, ſtaid ſomewhar long, the Marqueſs de Scignelay ſent to complain to 
the Republick, ſaying, IK wondered they ftayed dlong, ang immediatly Six 
Gentlemen Deputies went out to mak&him*he ſid compliment, and offer him” 
the refreſhment which is uſually ſent; bur inſtead of correſponding to the civi- 
lity of the Republick, the Marquels de Seignelay began to exaggerate the diſ- 
reſpect, that had beea uſed towards the King his Maſter, adding —_— 
impestinendics,. and in conclufion gaye them a- Paper compoſed ef.ſo much 
haughtineſs, ;and'ſo many extravagancies, that irſeemed to have been diCtared 
by the great Turk, the principal poinrs whereof were, that the Repoablick 
ſhould yield up to the King their four new Galleys, and one of the others per- 
fettly rigged and fitred for ſervice ; ſhould ſend fix of their principal Senators, 
to beg his pardon for their proceedings, and nat having obeyed his Orders, to 
aſſure him they repent, and ſhall amend for rhe future ;_ promiſing to obey and 
follow the ters and Will of his molt Chriftian Majeſty in all thingsz and fo 
doing, they might perbaps find grace and pardon for theirfaulrs. \/, 

The uties anſwered, they world make their reportrto the Republick, but 
this they could ſay they were moſt aſſured, they had done nothing that they 
ought to ask pardon for of His Majeſty, and knew the reſpect was due to his 
Royal Perſon; that the Republick never had fewer Galleys, and they well 
knew the Government loſt them, by the frequent prizes the Tarkiſ Pyrars took 
of their proviſions, and they were now reſolyed to oppoſe it and encreaſe the 
number of their Galleys, by four new ones, —_—_— the leaſt deſign of offend-

The Marqueſs de Seignelay made anſwer, that if neither five hours tie he had 
not a ſatisfactory anſwer to what the writing, he had given them contained, he 
would execute the Orders he had from the King His Maſter. : 

The Deputies being returned to the City, and having made their report to 
the Republick, who confidering how the Marqueſs treated- them in a minute 
by the full conſent of all reſolved to defend their liberty; and having to this 
effect given Don Carlo Taſſo, a Perſon of great underſtanding and capacity 
the neceſſary orders, and choſe him Camp Maſter General, and Governoutr 
of their Armes, the Republick in a very little time diſpoſed all things for a 
vigorous defence, giving. the poſts that were moſt expoſed to the Spaniards, 
- and the term of five hours being elapſed, without their coming to any reſo- 
lution to the Marqueſs de Seignelay's liking ; the Enemies being buried in 
coming nearer the City, Don Carlo Taſſo gave the ſign. with a ſmoke to make 
ready to fire z bur whereas at the ſame time the. enemies came nearer and 
defiſted not at the ſecond fign they began 'to diſcharge the Artillery on 
both ſides, and play upon each other vigorouſly, and rhe French to caſt their 
Bombes and Granadoes, by which the Palace of the Dake or Doge took fire 
the third day. The People began to rake the fright, che confuſion growing 
the greater by the burning of two convents of Nuns, which were burnt to the 

round, and are thoſe of Str. Andrew, and St. Sebaftian, whence the Nuns 

cing retired in the night to ſecure themſelves, all the religious of the other 
Convents and Monafteries did the ſame: in the mean time the ' People 
enraged againſt the French began to plunder all their houſes, and going yer 
farther, in a liccle time did the ſame to the other inhabirants houſes, bur the 
General Don Carlo Taſſo ſpeedily remedied it with the aſſiſtance of the Sps- 
niſh and Neapolitan Troops, the latter having come in rhe 20th day in the

The batteries of the City continued firing upon the Fleer, bur wirhbur much 
damage to them, becauſe they kept our of thereach of Canort and the Gallics 
that carry the Bombes are proof againſt our Artillery; — 
: The 24h inthe Morning the Enemies attempted rwodeſcents, one bh the 
ſide of Biſagno, and the other on the ſide of St. Peter d* Arena, they wete loaded 
with Bombes, Granadoes, Petards, Faggors, Scaling ladders and other warlike 
inſtruments, but thoſe two places being guarded by good Troops drawn out 
ofthe Spaniſh, and Neapoliras Regiments they fought ftoutly, and the' French 
were quite driven from their poſts. On the fide of Biſayno. were taken 30 
priſoners, moſt Officers, and Knights of Aer; among the deal was found rhe 
Siexr de la Motthe Captain of a tnan of War, much lamented among hi: People. 
Ar St, Perer de Arena there alſo remained many dead upon tneplace, Captain 
Don Antonio de Luna 4 Neapolitan Sipnalireh himſelf Chtromnchy, for having 
broke into the. midſt of his Enemies with his Sword in his hand, he killed ſeve- 
ral, andamong the reſt-a French Captain, and-received a wound in his throat 
by a Musker ſhot ; the French betook-themſelves to adiforderly Flight, leaving 
behind them Pick-axes, Mattocks, and gcher Inſtruments they had brought to 
forrifie themſelves, | 
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The 25, 26, and- 27. 'they continued caſting their Bombes with all poſſible 
fury, but. Don Bafh:o , HAarini, Lieutenant General of the Artillery of Allan, 
who the Count de Melzar had ſent to Genove with a mumber of Canoneers, 
having viewed the Order of. the Galliots, whence the Enemies caſt their Bombs, 
and conf{idered how he: could beſt annoy them, reſolved ro make ſome arrifici- 
al Fire-works, and on-the 28 came down towards the' Sea, where he thought 
he could beſt reach them with his Calverins, and tped ſo well that he ſunk one 
of the (aid Galliorts of theBombes, and' obliged the reſt ro make off to Sea;zand 
did alſo ſome damage tg the Galleys, ; .. . r 
' The ſame day being the, Twenty eighth, about noon, the French ceaſed caſt- 
ing their Bombes, and fent agai®a Shaloup to ſhore, and the Commander of 
the Vellcls of Geneve having alſo advanced half a League in a Shaloup ro meer 
him, and prevegr his cotning ſoener,,-he: found there a Trumperer with a Letter 
for a Captain one of the Galleys of rhe Republick, called Loweliino,by which
